THE British Army needs to work 
with Taliban leaders to win the 
war in Afghanistan, according to 
an influential MP. 

UK troops have been fighting in the country 
since 2001, but Gravesham Tory MP Adam 
Holloway, who is a member of the defence 
select committee, believes progress is not being 
made and that the situation is getting worse. 

And, speaking after a 10-day visit to the 
country that included stays in Helmand 
Province and Kabul, the former soldier said 
the run-up to the United States Presidential 
election was the perfect time for the 
Government to rethink its Afghan strategy 
and the war on terror in general. 

Mr Holloway told Kent on Sunday: ‘You 
don’t deal with an insurgency by military 
means alone, you also deal with them by polit¬ 
ical means. 

“The Taliban is not just one group of crazies, 
it actually includes a group of tribal leaders 
who do not like foreign troops in their neigh¬ 
bourhood. We need to make a series of local 
deals with reconcilable Taliban leaders. 

“We need to refocus our attention away from 
the military effort and onto the Afghan people 
and then we might have a chance. We need to 
provide them with a good government without 
assuming democracy is something we can 
build around them. 

“They have very traditional structures that 
have worked for centuries, so it was crazy for 
us to think we could turn Helmand Province 
into Surrey in just a few years. I don’t think we 
had any idea what we were taking on. 

“Without focusing our efforts on the Afghan 
people, we’re going to get ourselves into seri¬ 
ous trouble.” 

Mr Holloway is a former Grenadier Guards 
officer who fought in the Gulf War and was an 


ITN reporter when Iraq was invaded in 2003. 

He has visited Afghanistan at his own expense 
for the last three years, so as to avoid the “dis¬ 
torted picture” presented on official visits. 

While Mr Holloway said the expansion of the 
Afghan army and its work with Nato was a 
“success story” and needed to be continued, he 
felt more needed to be done to win over the 
nation’s people. 

He said: “We are supporting an Afghan gov¬ 
ernment that is seen by the entire population 
as being corrupt. The people do not like the 
Taliban either, but in much of the countryside 
in the south they see them perhaps as the less¬ 
er of two evils. 


“In some places if somebody has a land dis¬ 
pute then they will go to the Taliban because 
they know the Taliban’s judgement is likely to 
be fairer than the [Afghan] government’s.” 

Mr Holloway’s comments on the war are in 
stark contrast to those made to KoS by a 
senior Army source in Afghanistan back in 
August. 

At the time he said the insurgents’ switch to 
using suicide bombers and improvised explo¬ 
sive devices, rather than conventional fight¬ 
ing, showed the Taliban were losing the war. 

Responding to Mr Holloway’s comments, a 
spokesman for the Ministry of Defence said: 
“There has been progress in many areas. 


“In security terms in Helmand, the major 
centres of population are now all firmly under 
Afghan government control, from Musa Qala 
in the north to Garmsir in the south, enabling 
more Afghans to have access to education, 
healthcare and basic infrastructures. 

“We are realistic that there is still more to do 
and that this will take time.” 

Meanwhile, the Canterbury-based Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders (5 Scots) have 
been returning home after their six-month 
tour in Afghanistan.

Fine crop as 
college goes 
for growth

A COLLEGE has seen a 15 per 
cent growth in the number of 
agriculture students, despite 
falling numbers choosing careers 
in farming nationally. 

Hadlow College, near Tonbridge, which 
specialises in land-based studies, said 
demand for British-produced food has 
increased, but there is a shortage of skilled 
workers across the industry. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, finance director 
for the college, said the number of further 
education vocational course students had 
gone up from about 690 to more than 800 
over the previous academic year. 

“It is phenomenal,” he said. “Especially 
when coupled with the fact we have grown 
18 per cent annually since 2003.” 

When he started in the post five years ago 
there were only six agriculture students 
and now there are 40 studying for vocation¬ 
al courses and another 40 at degree level, he 
said. 

A college official said there had been a 
resurgence in British farming because con¬ 
cerns over climate change had led to more 
demand for regionally produced food. 

“Farming has seen some very difficult 
years in this country, which really relates to 
the global markets, cheap foreign imports

and in part the Common Agricultural 
Policy, which is generally not in favour of 
our farmers,” she said. 

Mr Lumsdon-Taylor said: “This is an 
industry on the up. The perception was that 
agriculture was failing, but now we are see¬ 
ing a revival.”

Reported rise 
in property 
values baffles 
estate agent 

THE value of top-end homes in Kent has risen 
compared with 2007, according to a new 
report. 

Prices for premium properties are up 0.64 
per cent on last year, it has been claimed by 
Primelocation.com, a website aimed at house- 
hunters in the upper and middle markets. 

And its latest figures for September show an 
increase in the amount of sales in Kent 
between August and September of 1.2 per 
cent. 

John Oakley, chairman of the east Kent 
branch of the National Association of Estate 
Agents, was shocked by the slight increase in 
some house values. 

“I certainly do not believe they are going up, 
or if they are that they will continue to do so,” 
he said. 

Immune 

“Some areas, like Millionaires’ Row, have 
seen activity because these people are immune 
to the situation, or have been until now. 

“But everyone is now beginning to suffer as 
part of the crisis in the global economy.” 

Prime country property in Kent was worth 
an average of £566,184 in 2007, compared 
with £569,816 this year. 

Nationally, house prices have fallen by more 
than 10 per cent in the last year. 

However, Primelocation.com said top-end 
properties in Kent had fallen 0.8 per cent in 
value for the last two months, compared with 
0.64 per cent nationally. 

A spokesman for Primelocation.com said: 
“Up until August, prime country values had 
appeared immune to the credit crunch that is 
creating turmoil in the housing market.” 

The average price of a property listed on the 
company’s website is £400,000, which is 2.5 
times the national average of about £161,000.

Big fall in superbug cases 



CASES of the superbug Clostridium diffi¬ 
cile have fallen across the South East by 
more than 50 per cent. 

NHS South East Coast, the strategic 
health authority for Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, said the region saw 71 cases 
between April and June this year, compared 
with 163 for the same period in 2006. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust was among those reporting a drop of 
more than 50 per cent in rates of infection. 

The trust was at the centre of last year’s 
superbug scandal after the Healthcare 
Commission published a damning report 
into two outbreaks of C diff at its hospitals 
which led to the deaths of 90 patients. 

Figures released by the Health Protection 
Agency show the national average is a 36 


per cent fall in C diff rates in 2008. The 
average for organisations in the NHS South 
East Coast area is a 33 per cent reduction 
since last year. 

Medway NHS Foundation Trust has seen 
a fall of 48 per cent in the number of 
patients catching the superbug since 2007. 

Candy Morris, the SHA’s chief executive, 
said: “Tackling hospital-acquired infections 
remains our highest priority and these fig¬ 
ures reflect that. 

“Dedicated teams of doctors, nurses and 
all those working in our hospitals are mak¬ 
ing a real difference. But there is still more 
to be done to ensure we continue to provide 
the highest possible quality care.”

Unsolved murder case 
appeal after 29 years 


AN APPEAL has been relaunched to help 
identify a mother who was found dead in 
Kent 29 years ago. 

Police opened a murder inquiry after the 
woman, aged between 30 and 35, was discov¬ 
ered in Bedgebury Forest, near Cranbrook, 
in October 1979. Teri Blythe, head of the 
identification department at the charity 
Missing People, said: “In most cases an 
unidentified person is also a missing person, 
so it is likely that this woman will have fam¬ 
ily and friends out 
there who do not 
know of her fate. 

We hope this 
appeal will provide 
crucial clues that 
will lead us to iden¬ 
tify this body and 
put an end to some¬ 
one’s distress.” 

The woman, who 
is believed to have 
had at least one 
child, was 5ft lin 
tall, of thin build 
with brown eyes and dark-brown, shoulder- 
length straight hair. 

When found with fatal injuries she was 
wearing black shoes, a floral dress and a 
black polo-neck jumper. It is believed she 
may have originated from Eastern Europe. 
Missing People said its records had been 
checked for clues to a possible identification, 
but no conclusive match has been made. An 



artist’s impression of the woman, above, and 
a picture of her clothes, left, have been 
released in an attempt to solve the mystery. 
The charity works with the police, coroners, 
hospitals and social services to help identify 
people, whether they are dead or alive. If you 
have any information, call the free and confi¬ 
dential 24-hour line on 0500 700700 or email 
identification@hiissingpeople.org.uk.

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Parents in grammar fight 


PARENTS of successful 11-plus 
pupils have been warned to 
expect another battle for Kent’s 
grammar school places with fami¬ 
lies from outside the county. 

Children who took the test received their 
results on Tuesday, but many of those who 
passed face an anxious wait before finding 
out if they will be able to attend their second¬ 
ary schools of choice. 

Because Kent and Medway have more 
grammar schools than anywhere else in 
England - 39 - they are an attractive option 
for parents living nearby who do not want 
their children to attend non-selective schools. 

Independent education advisor Peter Read 
said he anticipated difficulties for Kent par¬ 
ents again this year.

He said: “I think there will be problems, 
and especially in west Kent because some of 
its schools are super-selective and offer 
places to high-scorers no matter where they 
live. My guess is that there are unlikely to be 
any surplus places before the appeal stage in 
any west Kent schools. 

“The grammar schools in Dartford and 
Maidstone are also starting to go the same 
way. I’m concerned that children living in 
rural parts of Maidstone may miss out.” 

Mr Read said children from Surrey, East 
Sussex, Bexley and Bromley regularly 
applied for schools within the Kent County 
Council boundary, but that he had also 
received inquiries from parents living as far 


away as Lewisham. He added: “Some Kent 
parents are very angry about their children’s 
futures being prejudiced because they can’t 
get grammar school places. 

“KCC’s admissions department is very 
good at trying to smooth these issues over, 
but there is definitely grief every year.” 

Cllr Mark Dance, who is responsible for 
school organisation and operation at KCC, 
said the problem of limited grammar school 
places would be even greater if parts of the 
county were not bordered by sea. 

He said: “Obviously parents from abroad 
are not going to want to send their children 
to grammar schools in Kent, so we have a 
surplus of available spaces in the east of the 
county. But then that’s not going to help peo¬ 
ple living in the west. 

“There are enough grammar school places 
for every child who wants one in Kent, but 


legally we can’t stop those from outside the 
county taking them. 

“I would like to build a new grammar 
school in west Kent but the Government will 
not let me. That would keep everyone happy.” 

Martin Frey, of the Stop the Eleven Plus 
(Step) campaign group, said the fight for 
places was “one of many reasons” why gram¬ 
mar schools should be abolished. 

He said: “Grammar schools select mainly 
able, hard-working children, which means all 
the hard nuts to crack are lumped together 
in the same schools. 

“About half our non-selective schools have 
worse results than those in Hackney, which 
is a severely deprived area. There’s obviously 
something not right with that.” 



Veterans are

‘Health Check’ for SMEs which is now being 
offered by advisory organisation Business 
Link. Also in the package is a Government 
pledge to pay small firms’ bills within 10 
days instead of 30 as is normal. 

SMEs employ about 400,000 people in 
Kent and the checks are comprehensive busi¬ 
ness reviews identifying strengths, areas for 
improvement and issues for trading compa¬ 
nies. 

County councillor Roger Truelove, Labour’s 
shadow cabinet member for regeneration, 
said: “Gordon Brown talked a lot of down-to- 
earth sense when he came to visit Kent. 

“The Government’s commitment to pay 
bills to small businesses within 10 days 
seems like such a simple thing. But paying 
bills quickly is a vitally important way to 
help small businesses keep their cash flow 
going, especially in today’s economic climate, 
when banks won’t necessarily be willing to 
tide them over. 

“Good cash flow means jobs and a stable 
economy, especially in a county like Kent, 
where our businesses are mostly small or 
medium-sized enterprises. 


“KCC’s Conservative leader Cllr Paul 
Carter tried to steal the Prime Minister’s 
thunder this morning by setting out what he 
called the council’s “Vision for Business’. He 
says Kent should emulate the Victorians: 
they thought big and worked big. 

“But for small enterprises, it is often the fit- 
tie things that make the difference - like not 
having to wait to be paid by their local coun¬ 
cil.” 

Clrr Truelove added: “I looked into KCC’s 
record on paying bills over the last year, 
2007/08, and contrary to the image the 
administration would like to put across, it is 
not a picture of excellence. 

“KCC wasn’t even in the top 25 per cent of 
councils for paying its bills on time within 30 
days, let alone 10. 

“Will KCC step up to the pledge made by 
the Government? Will it get its act together 
to pay small firms within 10 days? 

“Local businesses have had enough of Cllr 
Carter’s dreams and visions. It’s time for 
KCC to put its money where his mouth is.”

Carter calls for fewer 
rules and regulations 


COUNTY Hall chief Cllr Paul Carter - a 
successful businessman and developer - 
thinks today’s building rules and regula¬ 
tions would demolish his chances of start¬ 
ing up, as he did nearly 30 years ago, 
writes Tony Patey. 

The morning after he tackled Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown during his visit to Kent Science Park about over¬ 
regulation of the construction industry, Cllr Carter said 
he would find it tough to start up now. He told 200 busi¬ 
ness and development delegates at a conference on 
Wednesday: “I said to Mr Brown yesterday that over-reg¬ 
ulation of the construction industry - they may have 
under-regulated the banking industry - is getting beyond 
a joke. 

“It is adding massive percentages to the cost of laying 
bricks and I quickly reflected on what we had to do 28 
years ago when I started out in London. Then, we had to 
fill in a building notice with the district surveyor, we had 
to get planning permission, and the building notice 
involved filling in a form - not a detailed set of working 
drawings right down to the nth degree - and we had to 
have a structural engineer and that was it. Then we got 
on with it. 

“What do we need now? A massive amount of compli¬ 
ance, to a full-plan submission - before we can start work 
- to the building inspector. And we have to have National 
House Building Council accreditation, we have to produce 
a travel plan, we have to have an environmental survey, 
an ecology survey, a soil analysis, and now a waste man¬ 
agement plan. In Westminster we have submitted a plan¬ 
ning application for 20 flats and now have to redesign it 
because we could not waste a couple of inches on the end 


of a sheet of a plaster board. 
Absolutely barking-mad nonsense. 
The regulations are massive docu¬ 
ments that cost a fortune. Whoever 
reads them? If I were having to put 
up with this 28 years ago, would my 
business have ever got off the 
ground? I think it would have 
defeated me. 

“The Government has to start de¬ 
regulating and leave the construc¬ 
tion industry and the building 
inspectors to get on with the job.” 

He told the conference, which was to launch the Kent 
Property Market Report, that KCC was signing a big con¬ 
struction deal this week as part of the £600 million 
Building Schools for the Future project. 

‘We are about to sign a £400m-£500m contract on the 
Building Schools for the Future programme with Land 
Securities, which will bring potentially £1.4 billion- 
£1.6bn capital investment into the Kent economy. We’ve 
been very clear with Land Securities that we want to see 
much of that expenditure filtering down to support con¬ 
struction companies and professional teams in Kent.” 

He said he had told Mr Brown that KCC’s procurement 
(buying goods and services) policies “are really opening 
up our doors to small and medium-sized enterprises and 
slightly bigger firms, but the Government needs to review 
its own procurement policies. 

“In our academy schools programme, for example, you 
can only choose three or four architects off a Westminster 
approved list, and you can only choose three or four con¬ 
tractors off the list, which precludes good businesses in 
Kent getting involved. We have built stunning schools in 
Kent with local architects and local contractors.” 



Chief defends secrecy 


KCC boss Cllr Paul Carter said a 
move to try to exempt council com¬ 
mercial companies set up with tax¬ 
payers’ money from Freedom of 
Information laws was “protecting 
the taxpayers”. 

The bid follows a long-running 
battle between some Kent compa¬ 
nies and KCC over the extent of the 
county council’s commercial activi¬ 
ties and what they claim is a lack of 
transparency. 

Mr Carter told KOS Media this 
week: “When you are in negotia¬ 
tions, with an enormous number of 


transactions, and spending £400 
million at least on capital procure¬ 
ment, as well as procuring a mas¬ 
sive amount of the £2.2 billion rev¬ 
enue budget, there are commercial 
sensitivities. 

‘We have to have confidentiality 
on those negotiations until they are 
final. But I and Nick Chard (cabi¬ 
net member for finance) believe in 
open government and being as 
transparent as is feasible, without 
giving away commercial confi¬ 
dences, otherwise it will rebound on 
the taxpayers of the county.”

Within days of them being posted, Mr 
Read received an email warning him to 


retract the statement or face legal action for 
allegedly damaging Mr Jones’s business. 

Mr Read said: “I didn’t think much of the 
threat and thought it was a bluff at first. 

“I replied saying I stood by my comments 
and would go to court if necessary.” 

Soon after the email exchange, Mr Read 
received a pre-court letter demanding he 
agree the negative feedback was “unreason¬ 
able” or risk losing money in court. 

However, Mr Read said he was confident 
any legal battle would see him come out on 
top. 

He said: “I have no reason to retract my 
comments and there’s no way I’m going to 
back down. 

“To libel somebody you have to lie about 
them, and I haven’t done that. 

“I can’t really see his point for doing it and 
it’s blown up in his face because this story 
has gone around the world now and it’s just 
making things worse.” 

Defending his decision to proceed with 
court action, Mr Jones said that he deserved 
positive feedback for offering Mr Read a 
refund. 

He added: “I’m losing money by the day 
and my business could go under because of 
it. 

“I’ve been left with no option but to take 
legal action and I’m sure I’ll be successful.”

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Council investments to be scrutinised 


Cash review 
after £50m 
Iceland loss

A REVIEW of all Kent County 
Council investments has been 
made to ensure there is no 
repeat of its £50 million 
Icelandic banking nightmare. 

The authority’s finance chiefs made the 
announcement at a meeting on Wednesday 
to reassure the public that lessons were 
being learned from the crisis. 

KCC invested more money in Iceland 
than any other council in the UK, and there 
are no guarantees yet that any of it will be 
recovered. However, it is thought about 
£18m in the London-based Heritable Bank 
will eventually be recouped. 

Director of finance Lynda McMullan 
explained to members of the cabinet scruti¬ 
ny committee how the crisis had affected its 
policies in the short term. 

She said: ‘We have reviewed where our 
remaining money is placed and what guar¬ 
antees there are to support it. As money 
matures and new money comes through it 
will be placed in the Debt Management 
Office, but I don’t see that as sustainable. 

“The rates of interest we would receive 
would be between 60 and 70 per cent less 
than current, and although there would be 
almost no risk I’m not sure that is the right 
way to go.” 

Ms McMullan added that the lower inter¬ 
est rates would represent an annual loss for 
the council of about £6m - the equivalent of 
about one per cent on council tax. 

A new economic management group has 
been established at the council, comprising 
senior members of all parties, to evaluate 
the decision-making process and risks asso¬ 
ciated with future investments. 

It was revealed at Wednesday’s meeting 
that the body is likely gather for the first 
time on November 3.

However, it will be difficult for them to 
discuss the way forward until a Price- 
waterhouseCoopers (PWC) report on KCC’s 
internal control processes and the invest¬ 
ment advice the body received is completed. 

The firm that provided the advice, 
Butlers, was not at Wednesday’s meeting, 
although it was suggested they would be 
happy to answer questions at a later date. 

Ms McMullan revealed how the council 
was first made aware of the problems in 
Iceland on September 30 - just days before 
news of the banking system’s collapse 
broke. By then it was too late to recover any 
of the money KCC had invested. 

Last week Cllr Mike Eddy (Lab) - chair¬ 
man of the cabinet scrutiny committee - 
called for finance portfolio holder Cllr Nick 
Chard to resign for allegedly claiming the 
Government told KCC to invest in Icelandic 
banks. 

When asked to explain himself at the 
meeting, Cllr Chard denied making such a 
statement: “I want to make it clear that at 
no point have I ever implied the 
Government wanted us to invest in 
Icelandic banks. What I did say was that, 
quite reasonably, they asked us to spread 
deposits over a wide range of banking sys¬ 
tems based on ratings guidelines.”

ROADS minister Lord Adonis will be asked to 
ensure improvements to the A21 in Kent go 
ahead as planned. 

Tunbridge Wells MP Greg Clark made the 
promise because of concerns the economic cli¬ 
mate will delay work to turn parts of the road 
that are single lane into dual carriageway. 

These include the sections between 
Tonbridge and Pembury, and between 
Kippings Cross and Lamberhurst. 

Mr Clark said: “The economic climate has 
cast many road schemes into doubt and we 
cannot allow this to happen to the A21, which 
is essential to relieve traffic congestion and 
provide access to the new Pembury Hospital. 

“There was unanimous and cross-party sup¬ 
port from MPs, council leaders, representa¬ 
tives from the hospital trust and local busi¬ 
nesses and regeneration bodies, that we must 
act now to seek assurances from the new min¬ 
ister on improvements to both stretches of the 
road. Nothing can be taken for granted until 
we see the work begin.” 


The Government confirmed earlier this sum¬ 
mer that improvement works to the A21 
between Tonbridge and Pembury would start 
in 2011-12, albeit still a year later than origi¬ 
nally planned. 

The Kippings Cross to Lamberhurst section 
is still scheduled for 2012-13. 

Mr Clark said: ‘We need to look the new 
minister in the eye to get his assurance that no 
further delay can be countenanced, and his 
agreement that the economic downturn now 
makes the improvements even more urgent.” 

On Thursday, Mr Clark took his argument to 
the South East England Regional Assembly’s 
regional transport board. 

He said: “The board advises the minister on 
road priorities and it is essential their support 
for the A21 improvements is maintained. 

“The road is vitally important for business 
growth and regeneration, for access to the new 
Pembury Hospital, and for the local users of 
the road who have suffered intolerable delays 
and traffic congestion for so many years.”

Red phone box 
will be coffin 
for ‘saviour’ 

THE self-appointed saviour of Kent’s red tele¬ 
phone boxes has arranged to be buried in one 
when he dies, writes Steve Knight. 

Graham Wanstall has prevented the 
removal of about 50 iconic K6 Jubilee kiosks 
since 1986 and has successfully campaigned 
for a further 12 to be listed by English 
Heritage. And now, thanks to a German firm 
that arranges for people to be buried in all 
manner of strange objects, Mr Wanstall’s 
obsession will continue even after he has hung 
up for the very last time. 

He said: “A local undertaker gave me a pam¬ 
phlet about the company and I thought it 
would be appropriate to be buried in a phone 
box. They’ll allow you to be buried in pretty 
much anything. A friend of mine who’s a 
Doctor Who fan has chosen a replica of the 
Tardis.” 

Paperwork 

And while Mr Wanstall, from Dover, has 
filled out all the necessary paperwork for his 
burial, he still has the small problem of provid¬ 
ing the actual telephone box to overcome. 

Disused K6 Jubilees can cost as much as 
£6,000, although Mr Wanstall says he expects 
a friend who owns one to donate it to him. 

Asked if his future pallbearers will need to 
beef up for the funeral, Mr Wanstall said: “I 
think not. My coffin will have to be placed in 
the phone box after my funeral because it 
would weigh too much for anyone to carry. 

“My wife isn’t keen on the idea and has said 
she won’t join me in there when she dies. She 
thinks it’s going a bit far, but I suppose when 
you’re dead it’s academic anyway.” 

Mr Wanstall is now working to save kiosks 
outside Deal hospital and at Folkestone har¬ 
bour. He said: “These telephone boxes are 
British icons and need to be preserved.”

THE impact of the infamous ‘Beeching 
axe’ on Kent and Sussex is explored by for¬ 
mer MP Edwina Currie in a new television 
programme. 

Dr Richard Beeching’s 1963 report, The Reshaping of 
British Railways, proposed the closure of 5,000 route 
miles across the country and saw the Sheemess-bom 
physicist become Britain’s most hated civil servant. 

His pruning of the rail network left ghost lines and 
phantom platforms across the country - on top of which 
70,000 people lost their jobs. 

The former Maidstone Grammar School pupil’s deci¬ 
sions incurred the wrath of many, from those left isolated 
in small villages, to the poet John Betjeman. 

But the network had been in decline for 50 years, too 
many lines were running at a loss and his cuts made sav¬ 
ings of up to £147 million. 

More than 40 years later, Ms Currie said while filming 
Down The Line, opinions remain divided on whether 
Beeching was a hero or a villain. 

“I think there is quite a lot of understanding about what 
he did,” she said. “There are quite mixed views about him. 
One of the people we met thought he was a hero. 

“He was asked to look at railway lines with hardly any 
passengers. Tunbridge Wells was carrying on with 30 
passengers a day. They were simply loss-making lines 
that could not continue. 

“In those days the car was seen as the future. In 40 
years, do we want to be judged on the decisions we are 
making now?” 

It would be beneficial for some of the lost lines to be 
reconnected to the network, she said. Dr Beeching, who 
lived at East Grinstead, East Sussex, was quite happy to 
keep the lines into London because he understood the 
need as a commuter himself, she said.

His issue was with the lines used by people going on 
shopping trips or holidays to the coast. 

In the BBC1 programme, being screened at 4.25pm on 
Sunday, Ms Currie explores the effect the loss of rail serv¬ 
ices had on landscapes, buildings, villages and towns. She 
found there were both winners and losers. 

The former Tory junior health minister begins her jour¬ 
ney in Tunbridge Wells at the Spa Valley Preservation 
Line, which runs from the old West station opened by the 
London, Brighton & South East Coast Railway in 1866. 

She said the commuter town had benefited from the clo¬ 
sure of the station because it had gained the Spa Valley, 
which runs through the Weald as a working reminder of 
the golden age of steam. Other benefits could be found 
across the county border. 

“East Grinstead gained because the railway line was 
turned into a bypass, so the town was spared,” she said. 

But further down the line in Uckfield the need for the 
line to be reconnected could be seen, she said. 

Campaigners are still fighting for its link with Brighton 
to be reinstated after 40 years.

THE reopening of closed beds and 
the takeover of community and 
cottage hospitals could help cut 
patient waiting times in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells, 
says MP Greg Clark. 

Mr Clark has called for “significant 
improvements” in patient care after reports 
on Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust and NHS West Kent by the Healthcare 
Commission last week. 

It found that in terms of patients waiting 
more than four hours to be seen in accident 
and emergency in 2007-08, the district’s hos¬ 
pitals were in the bottom one per cent in the 
country. 

Mr Clark said: “I have been concerned for 
some time that we have a problem with A&E 
departments operating under extreme pres¬ 
sure. At various times during the last year 
A&E has been so full at both hospitals that 
ambulances have been queued up waiting 
outside, unable to discharge patients. 


“Similarly, the acute assessment units have 
regularly been full of patients for whom no 
bed can be found in the hospitals. 

“These shocking figures confirm my feeling 
that we have a real problem with the 
throughput of A&E, which is much worse 
than in other hospitals. 

“So far this has not resulted in loss of life, 
but I am very concerned that in the event of 
a big increase in admissions due to a severe 
winter, we will be exposed to a risk that the 
admissions process could grind to a halt.” 

Mr Clark attended a meeting of Kent 
County Council’s health overview and scruti¬ 
ny committee, where he called for “urgent 
action” to improve the problems facing A&E 
wards in west Kent. 

As well as suggesting closed beds be re¬ 
opened and beds in community and cottage 
hospitals be taken over, Mr Clark said the 
trust should also look at ways of cutting red 
tape to speed up patient discharges. 

He said: “I believe waiting times for emer¬ 
gency admissions, delayed discharges and the 
issue of infection control are inextricably 
linked. If patients are unable to pass through 
the hospital system smoothly, the threat of 
infection grows.”

A spokesman for the trust said it had been 
working hard to reduce delayed discharges 
and waiting times, and that only 2.9 per cent 
of patients had a delayed discharge in 
August, 2008, compared with 7.6 per cent in 
September, 2007. He added that since July, 
more than 97 per cent of A&E patients had 
been seen within the four-hour target. 

The spokesman said: “There is still some 
way to go before we have defeated these long¬ 
standing problems but we are determined to 
continue working to get them right.” 

Steve Phoenix, chief executive of NHS West 
Kent, said all available beds in its communi¬ 
ty hospitals had already been reopened, and 
that patients were also supported in their 
own homes by community nursing teams 
working alongside GPs and social services. 

He added that teams of community staff 
were supporting Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust to reduce waiting times. 

“Reducing A&E waits remains a key focus 
for the hospital trust and for us, and we will 
be looking at further improvements that can 
be made,” he said.

Five held after 
tractor raids 

EIGHTY officers swooped on eight 
addresses after a year-long police investi¬ 
gation into the theft of farm vehicles and 
machinery. 

The raids were carried out on Tuesday 
across mid Kent, the Weald and the west 
Kent. 

Two men were arrested in Maidstone, 
one in Lenham, one in Charing and one in 
Hollingboume. 

Det Insp Tom Richards said: “Theft of 
farming machinery means a considerable 
loss to the owner, both financially and to 
the continuity of their business. 

“Although rare in Kent, it is essential 
that people are aware this type of crime 
goes on and the affect it has on our farming 
community. We ask everyone to report any 
suspicious activity to police immediately.” 

Tractors can cost between £63,GOO- 
75,000 and even secondhand machinery 
can be sold for up to £50,000. Some top-of- 
the-range tractors cost more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Det Insp Richards said: “Many of these 
stolen vehicles are transported abroad and 
sold on. It is estimated the trade in stolen 
farm vehicles across the country can be 
worth about £3 million a year.”

RESTAURANTS in Kent out-spiced thou¬ 
sands throughout the country to make it to 
the finals of this year’s British Curry 
Awards.

Mr Ali said: “Despite all our lobbying, a 
mass protest in Trafalgar Square and clear 
evidence that the industry is shrinking 
rather than growing, the Government is still 
not listening to us. 

“How many more restaurants are going to 
have to close before the politicians recognise 
we have a special case and grant us the small 
concessions we are seeking? 

‘Without action, the spiral of decline is 
certain to accelerate, with each closure hav¬ 
ing a knock-on effect to other businesses and 
suppliers. 

We must, and will, keep up the pressure to 
get things changed. There is no alternative.”

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Murder hunt after dad 


is shot sleeping in bed 


POLICE are hunting a killer after 
a father was shot dead as he slept 
in his bed. 

Danny King, 51, also known as Shep, was 
killed at his home in Ditton, at about 3am on 
Friday, October 17. 

It was reported that Mr King was shot as he 
lay in bed with his wife, but police deny this. 

It is understood that Mr King’s grandchil¬ 
dren were in the house at the time. 

One resident of the village told our sister 
paper Yourmaidstone she had heard a bang in 
the night but didn’t realise it was a gunshot. 

She said: “I was speaking to neighbours 
afterwards and remembered I had heard a 
bang, but I just thought they were having a 
party. 

“I heard dogs barking and doors slamming 
when I was trying to read a book at about

11pm and they carried on until three or four in 
the morning. I looked out of the window at one 
point and saw people running back and forth.” 

An ambulance crew and three response cars 
were called to the scene at 3.04am. 

The house was cordoned off while forensics 
officers examined the scene. 

Neighbourhood officers were in the area on 
Tuesday, speaking to residents in an attempt 
to unearth more information and to allay con¬ 
cerns. Police appealed for anyone with infor¬ 
mation to come forward. 

Det Chief Insp Jon Bumpus, who is leading 
the investigation, said: “We would like to hear 
from anyone who may have seen anything 
suspicious on Thursday evening and into the 


early hours of Friday, in the area surrounding 
Medina Road and New Road, Ditton. 

“Mr King’s family are trying to come to 
terms with the loss of a loving husband and 
father and echo our appeal for witnesses to 
come forward. 

‘You may not think the information is sig- 
nifict, but please contact officers so we 
can establish why someone would commit 
such a horrific crime and bring the offender to 
justice.” 

A mobile police station has been set up on 
The Green, off Medina Road, for residents to 
speak to officers. Anyone with information can 
contact the incident room on 01622 654863 or 
email operation.persia@kent.pnn.police.uk, or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111.

Confidential 
sex health 
clinics for 
under-25s 

NEW free and confidential sexual health 
clinics for young people have opened across 
east Kent. 

The four clinics run alongside existing 
contraceptive services and will provide test¬ 
ing for sexually transmitted infections 
(STIs). 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust staff said anyone under 25 can 
access chlamydia screening and treatment, 
HIV tests, screening for other STIs, 
free condoms, emergency contraception, 
regular contraception and safe sex advice 
and information. 

The trust said the clinics in Deal, Ashford, 
Ramsgate and Faversham were led by spe¬ 
cialist nurse practitioners. 

A spokesman said: “No matter what gen¬ 
der you are, what you believe, your ethnici¬ 
ty or what sexual preferences you have, we 
believe you have the right to explore your 
sexuality in a safe, healthy, informed way. 
We are here to listen, not judge.” 

The clinics are not for people who are 
experiencing STI symptoms and those 
should attend the GUM clinics at Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, Ashford’s William 
Harvey, Folkestone Health Centre and the 
QEQM Hospital in Margate.

THE head of nursing in west Kent has 
highlighted the message that simply wash¬ 
ing your hands can save lives. 

Barrie Collins, director of nursing and infection control 
and prevention at NHS West Kent, said the primary care 
trust was launching a national initiative, called Clean 
Your Hands, across its six community hospitals on 
Monday. District nurses, health visitors and other 
healthcare professionals will also be talking to Lwu

patients about the need for basic hand hygiene, he 
said. The launch comes after Infection Control 
Week, which ran from Monday to Friday, to 
raise awareness about the work being done to pro¬ 
tect patients from superbugs and other infectious 
diseases. 

Mr Collins said: “We have trained the staff and 
put up notices about the campaign, and we already 
have hand-gel containers. It is reminding people of ™ amt 
the importance of washing their hands and that it is 
everyone’s business. It is the single most important thing 
we can all do to stop the spread of infection.” 

The initiative from the National Patient Safety Agency 
has been running in acute hospitals across the country 
and the trust is among the first to introduce it in commu¬ 
nity services facilities.KOS Media has been running a 
campaign to highlight the 
importance of hand-washing 
and basic hygiene in the battle 
against killer bugs such as 
MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Infection rates are down, but 
Mr Collins explained how with 
infections such as norovirus - or 
winter vomiting disease - now is 
an important time to take pre¬ 
cautions. It is important not to 
visit hospitals if you have been 
sick or had diarrhoea, because it 
can spread very easily. 

“Also we heat our houses in the 
winter which creates warm envi-

ronments where bugs can grow, so we have to be vigi¬ 
lant,” he said. Despite hand-hygiene campaigns run¬ 
ning across the country, a study conducted by the 
London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine 
found 13 per cent of commuters at London’s Euston 
station had hands contaminated with faecal bugs. 

But that was nothing compared with our soap-dodg¬ 
ing friends in the north. At Newcastle Central station, 
44 per cent had hands contaminated with bacteria 
normally found in faeces. 

Researchers tested more than 400 people at bus 
stops and train stations in five UK cities and 
the results were published last week. 

Val Curtis, director of the hygiene school, was 
“flabbergasted” by the high number of people 
not washing their hands after using the toilet. 

Mr Collins said: “The bacteria will spread 
onto everything else they touch, so they are 
contaminating other surfaces. It only takes 15 
seconds to wash your hands properly.” 

For health bosses there cannot be enough 
reminders for the public, patients, visitors and 
professionals to wash their hands, he said. 
“Anything that raises awareness is a good thing. The 
more we can do to help people realise that washing 
your hands is important, the better it will be for every¬ 
one,” he added. 

Mr Collins’ top hand-washing tips: 

• Always wash your hands before and after preparing 
food and after going to the toilet. 

• Liquid soap is better than bars because they can 
become contaminated. 

• Use water as hot as you can bear. Cold is no good. 

• Just running them under the tap is not good enough, 
it will only spread the bugs around. 

• Dry your hands properly - bugs like warm, damp 
environments. 

• Use alcogel in hospitals because it is effective 
against MRSA, or when you do not have access to soap 
and water. 

• Alcogel is not effective against C diff, so use soap and 
water too, especially if you or someone you are caring 
for has been sick or had diarrhoea. 
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County’s highways service to 
be ‘transformed’ by new man 


Women too 


A TOWN hall bigwig from Worcestershire 
could be on his way to the county to transform 
the county’s highways department. 

Kent and Worcestershire county councils are 
discussing a partnership between the two 
local authorities that would see John Hobbs, 
who is director of environmental services at 
Worcestershire, join KCC as interim director 
of highways improvement. In return KCC will 
work with WCC to offer support and advice on 
waste management issues. 

Over the last two years Mr Hobbs has 
overseen the “transformation” of WCC’s high¬ 
ways division and “completely overhaul” its 
performance.

Carter, leader of KCC, and I have been very 
impressed by what John has achieved in 
Worcestershire. 


“Geoff Mee, our director of Kent Highway 
Services, has already started the transforma¬ 
tion of Kent Highway Services. 

‘We have restructured the service and built 
the new depot at Ashford. Geoff has been 
asked to carry out a key piece of strategic work 
on transportation across the whole of Kent. 

“Subject to the formal agreement of 
Worcestershire County Council, John Hobbs will 
have the opportunity to take the transformation 
of Kent Highway Services to the next stage and 
help us transform the experience of customers.” 

Mr Hobbs said: “I see this as a great opportu¬ 
nity to build on what has been learned at 
Worcestershire. Highways is a service which 
matters so much to the public and I am excited 
at the challenge of the wider canvas of Kent.” 

The proposal is for Mr Hobbs to start part- 
time and be full-time by Christmas.

WOMEN were given the right sit 
on juries and become lawyers 
when they won suffrage, but even 
as late as the 1960s the criminal 
justice system remained dominat¬ 
ed by men. 

Dr Anne Logan, a lecturer in social history at 
the University of Kent, has spent a decade 
researching her first book, Feminism and 
Criminal Justice - A Historical Perspective, 
which will be published next Friday. 

In the first study of its kind, the author 
traces the women’s movement and how it 
impacted on criminal justice policy from the 
end of World War One to the 1970s. 

The 1960s are seen as a time of rapid social 
change, but not necessarily in the world of courts 
and the legal system where women were often 
deliberately excluded from juries, she said. 

During the Moors Murderers trial in 1966, 
defence barristers rejected four female jurors - 
apparently to save them from the gruesome 
details of Myra Hindley’s and Ian Brady’s 
killing spree. 

“The usual reason at that time was that they 
felt women might be too emotional. Also 
because one of the defendants was a woman, 
there was a belief that a woman would be too 
hard on another woman,” Dr Logan said. 

“There was also quite a lot of talk about 
things that were not nice to discuss in female 
company.” 

And so Hindley, and countless others, were 
not tried by a group of their peers or a cross- 
section of society as is now the case.

Dr Logan said that during a trial in 1965 
involving an ‘obscene publication’ the judge 
ordered an all-male jury because the subject - 
the homosexual content of an American novel 
- could not be discussed in front of women.

As well as being discriminated against when 
they were called as jurors legislation stated, 
until the Criminal Justice Act 1972, that 
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innocent for law court 



jurors must be householders which also 
excluded many women from serving. 

Dr Logan said women’s organisations, 
including the Towns Women’s Guild, objected 
to the fact that women were being excluded 
from court despite the fact that details of grue¬ 
some or ‘obscene’ cases were reported on the 
BBC for all to watch. 

During her research, the author found that 
women were well represented in one section of 
the justice system - magistrates’ courts. 

She said by the 1940s nearly 25 per cent of 
magistrates were female, mainly because it 
was traditional at the time for women to take 
part in unpaid volunteering work. 

“Interestingly, once they had got into the sys¬ 
tem they transformed it and took a much more 
involved approach than had been seen previ¬ 
ously. A law background was not needed, but 
they educated themselves setting up a range 
of organisations and for the first time training 
as magistrates. 

“The women brought about quite a change 
and some became experts and advisors to gov¬ 
ernment, influencing policy,” Dr Logan said. 

Former suffragettes were among those who 
became magistrates. 

“Ironically some of the women who became 
magistrates had been breaking the law a few 
years before. They took their knowledge from 
one area to another, such as Lady Rhondda who 
had previously set fire to a postbox,” she said. 

Dr Logan said that after World War One 
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there was not so much appetite for the kind of 
direct action used by some of the more mili¬ 
tant suffragettes and women worked to 
change the system from within. 

She added: ‘Women’s organisations cam¬ 
paigned to improve the rights of women in the 
courts and how they were represented. People 
thought the women’s movement and feminism 
were dead, but it was actually very lively. 

“It was very much what we’d regard as a 
traditional pressure group strategy mostly 
lobbying and using Parliament.”

Calling time 
on disabled 
badge cheats

JUNIOR transport minister Paul 
Clark aims to clamp down on 
fraudsters with a £55 million 
overhaul of the disabled parking 
system. 

Mr Clark’s move on Monday was the 
Gillingham and Rainham MP’s first major 
announcement since he was promoted in 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown’s cabinet 
reshuffle earlier this month. 

As part of the overhaul, traffic wardens may 
be given the power to confiscate stolen or 
forged blue badges. 

The Government also plans to extend the 
scheme to seriously disabled Armed Forces 
personnel and veterans, people with tempo¬ 
rary but serious mobility problems, and indi¬ 
viduals with severe mental impairment. 

Mr Clark said: “The blue badge scheme pro¬ 
vides a vital lifeline to 2.3 million disabled peo¬ 
ple in England. 

“The value of the badge in terms of inde¬ 
pendence cannot be overstated, as 75 per cent 
of holders say they would go out less often 
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without one. I want to ensure the maximum 
number of people who have a genuine severe 
disability can benefit from the scheme. That 
is why the strategy contains a commitment 
to extend it to people with certain temporary 
mobility problems. 

“Assessments will be made fairer and more 
consistent, with local authorities receiving 
up to £15m per year to conduct improved 
independent medical tests.”

As well as the possibility of traffic wardens 
seizing fake badges, a £10m national data- 
sharing system will also be established by 
councils to ensure stolen or forged badges 
from outside the area can be easily identified 
for the first time. 

The Government is also looking at new 
technology to make badges harder to forge, 
including barcodes that can be read through 
windscreens. 

Annette Watson, a Kent committee mem¬ 
ber of the disabled drivers’ charity Mobilise,

said she was pleased with Mr Clark’s 
announcement. 

She added: “I think the idea of seizing 
forged badges is brilliant, but the wardens 
would need to be sure because a lot of disabil¬ 
ities cannot be seen at first glance. They 
might assume someone is fit and healthy 
when they are not. 

“People with multiple sclerosis, for 
instance, might be housebound one minute 
but fine the next, so I think the wardens 
would need a lot of training before they 
become judge and jury.” 

According to Mr Clark, one in every 200 
badges in circulation is reported as stolen 
each year, with some being sold on the black 
market for up to £1,500 a time. 

Blue badge holders can park on single or 
double yellow lines for up to three hours, and 
indefinitely at parking meter bays. 

Mrs Watson said: “You can’t put your park¬ 
ing badge in the glove compartment because 
it has to be on display at all times. 

“The whole point of the badge is so disabled 
drivers can park closer to where they want to 
go, not so we don’t have to pay for parking 
tickets. If we had to pay the same as every¬ 
one else, I think the problem of forgery and 
theft would not be as great as it is.”

Jet’s close encounter 
in skies above Kent

INTRIGUING details about a 
UFO that almost collided with a 
passenger jet above Kent have 
been released by the Ministry of 
Defence. 

According to a report on the 1991 incident, 
the captain of the Alitalia airliner shouted to 
his co-pilot in surprise as a brown missile- 
shaped object shot past overhead. 

The unexplained close encounter, which 
took place in the skies above Lydd, features 
in UFO-related military documents made 
available by the National Archives. 

After ruling out the object being a missile, 
weather balloon or space rocket, the MoD 
closed the inquiry. 

Far from putting the near-miss down 
to alien invaders, Kent-based UFO 
researcher Chris Rolfe feels there is a far 
more simple explanation. 

He said: “I remember investigating this at 
the time and what I found strange was that 
for the first time the MoD said it was a UFO. 

“My suspicion was it may have been some 
sort of target drone being tested, but I have 
never been able to prove it. It doesn’t bear 
thinking about what might have happened 
had it hit the plane.

“The general consensus is that 95 per cent 
of UFO sightings can be explained. For 
instance, earlier this month there were 
sightings of strange orange lights in 
Folkestone that turned out to be Chinese 
lanterns released by schoolchildren. 

“I think there are lots of things going on 
that only a few people in important positions 
know about. When these things are noticed 
by ordinary people, it’s easy to pass them off 
as being UFOs.” 

An MoD spokesman denied the 
Government had any knowledge of what 
had shot past the passenger jet. 

Nineteen files covering sightings between 
1986 and 1992 are now available to view 
online. Among them are details from a for¬ 
mer US Air Force fighter pilot who says he 
was ordered to shoot down a giant UFO 


while on an intercept mission from RAF 
Manston, in 1957. 

Ground controllers had ordered 
Lieutenant Milton Torres to fire all 24 of the 
missiles on his Sabre aircraft at the mystery 
object as it hovered over Norwich. 

But seconds before he was ready to shoot 
the intruder vanished off the radar screen at 
an estimated 10,000 miles per hour. 

Other Kent-related files released include 
the sighting of an oval-type object with a 
“bright red light in the centre” that made 
nearby telephone wires go dead, above a 
mobile caravan park at Biddenden, near 
Ashford, in November, 1988. 

In April, 1990, a Broadstairs woman 
reported how the engine of her car cut out 
when a “bright green disc, like a coin” hov¬ 
ered into view. 

UFO expert Dr David Clarke said the 
MoD documents would shed new light on 
close encounters with airborne phenomena. 

He said: “Because the subject is bedevilled 
by charlatans and lunatics, it is career sui¬ 
cide to have your name associated with 
UFOs, which is a real pity. 

“The National Archives are doing a fantas¬ 
tic job here. Everyone brings their own inter¬ 
pretation. Now you can look at the primary 
material - the stuff coming into the MoD 
every day - and make your own mind up. 



Fraud officers in 
airport arrests 

OFFICERS from Kent Police’s Serious 
Economic Crime Unit have arrested seven 
people at Gatwick Airport as part of a credit 
card fraud investigation. 

The officers swooped on Monday after receiv¬ 
ing reports of fraud involving holidays booked 
to Jamaica paid for using “compromised credit 
cards”. 

Those arrested included two women, aged 19 
and 21, and two men, aged 30 and 43, from 
Aylesford. A 39-year-old man from East 
Peckham and a 45-year-old woman from 
Snodland were also arrested. 

All were bailed until January, pending fur¬ 
ther investigation. A further 38 passengers 
were not allowed to board their scheduled 
flight. A 26-year-old woman was also arrested 
in Aylesford in connection with the investiga¬ 
tion and has also been bailed until January.

Pop singer 
Cheryl tells 
of hair loss 

nightmare

RENOWNED for her bubbly 
personality and bouncy blonde 
locks, singer and television per¬ 
sonality Cheryl Baker has told of 
her “devastating” hair loss. 

From her home near Sevenoaks, the for¬ 
mer pop star spoke out about a problem 
which affects one-in-three women at some 
stage of their lives. 

“It was devastating,” she told KOS Media. 

“People think being in the public eye must 
make it worse, but even just going to school 
to drop off the kids I had to cover up my 
hair. You don’t want anyone to see you.” 

The 54-year-old said that while her moth- 
er-in-law - who died after catching 
Clostridium difficile during an outbreak at 
Maidstone Hospital in 2006 - was having 
chemotherapy she used to wear a wig to 
cover her hair loss. 

“Hair is a woman’s crowning glory. 

Women do not lose their hair,” she said. 

“Well, I know now that they do. But there 
is still a stigma attached to it that is diffi¬ 
cult to contend with. It can be really trau¬ 
matic for a woman.” 

The first time the Bucks Fizz star noticed 
her hair was beginning to fall out was after 
giving birth to her twin daughters, Kyla 
and Natalie, now 13. 

But because some hair loss is not uncom¬ 
mon after pregnancy and because it was 
not coming out in clumps, she decided not to 
worry about it. 

“I was totally aware and I ignored it 
because I had two babies to look after. If I 
had to do photos or television, I used a lot 
of backcombing and hairpieces,” she said. 

But it was a different story when she 
started to go through the menopause. 

“I thought, now I don’t have any babies to 
worry about I’ve got to address this. 

Menopause is a time in your life when 
everything starts going wrong, your skin 
starts to go wrinkly and I just couldn’t take 
one more thing, so I had to do something,” 
she said. 

After trying every over-the-counter hair remedy avail¬ 
able at the pharmacy, Ms Baker listened to the advice of 
a friend who suggested she “feed it from the inside”. 

She tried Viviscal, a nutritional supplement which the 
makers say contains marine extracts, organic silica and 
vitamin C, and promises to stimulate growth of hair that 
has slowed down or temporarily stopped growing. 

It took about four months and on her 50th birthday, 
while in Las Vegas with old school friends, she finally 
noticed the difference. 

“I got out of the shower and my sister said, Wow Rita 
(Cheryl’s real name), your hair looks so good’. That was 
the first time in years anyone had said that. I’ve always 
struggled with my hair because it is thin and doesn’t do 
what I want it to. My hair was better than it ever had 
been.” 

Ms Baker now swears by the product and has contin-

ued to take the supplements, which cost about £50, and 
has recommended it to friends. 

But Dr Clare Kendall, a GP with a special interest in 
dermatology who works in west Kent, urged caution. 

“There seem to have been a few small trials [on 
Viviscal] but it is certainly not something I would gener¬ 
ally recommend,” she said. 

Although Dr Kendall admitted treatment for andro¬ 
genic alopecia, or hair loss, in both men and women is 
“not satisfactory” and there are limited options for people 
with the condition.

THE world economic crisis start¬ 
ed by the credit crunch has been 
called the biggest financial 
storm since the Great 
Depression. 

An exhibition at a Kent museum this 
winter looks at how earlier generations 
weathered adverse conditions in the money 
markets and created a more sustainable 
way of living. 

Manda Gifford, an outreach worker for 
the coastal museums, began work on the 
Make Do And Mend project at Whitstable 
museum two years ago. 

She said: “I was particularly struck with 
some of the great things kids are doing in 
schools. They were learning about recycling 
and had their own school gardens. 

“My specialism is oral history and memo¬ 
ry work. I was struck by the fact there were 
still people who know all about the things 
the children were being taught, so I though 
we should bring the generations together.” 

Although Ms Gifford was not raised in 
the austere years of World War Two, her 
parents had lived through that era and 
passed on a ‘waste nothing’ mentality. 

She urged people to come forward with 
ideas and share memories about growing 
your own food, hedgerow scavenging, cook¬ 
ing from scratch, and making toys and 
clothes. 

“People of a certain age have these skills, 
but a generation is missing. Although 
today’s young children are becoming aware 
of recycling and reusing,” she said. 

“And it is not just older people. I received 
a top tip from a boy of eight the other day, 
which was that he saves cardboard to make 
space rockets,” Ms Gifford said. 

Telling Whitstable’s Story, a community 
memories group, has been working on the 
exhibition, which starts in December, and 
already has nostalgic and innovative ideas 
about how to make the best use of resources 
when they are scarce or expensive. 

Gwen Jordan, who lives in Heme Bay, 
was a young girl in the early 1930s and her 
family was hit particularly hard by the 
global slump after the Wall Street crash of 
1929. Her father died and her mother was 
left to raise eight children. 

“When bed sheets became worn, the sides 
were turned to the middle and the edges 
hemmed,” the 85-year-old said. 

“Cot sheets were made from the good 


parts of worn sheets and the same with 
blankets. I remember being in our back 
garden and helping my mum make pillows. 

“Feathers from an old mattress had been 
placed in a galvanised bath and we stuffed 
these into pillow cases.” 

Mrs Jordan’s grandmother taught her 
how to patch, dam and sew. 

She said: “A lot of skills have been lost, but 
I suppose you can’t blame people because 
things are much easier to get hold of now. 

Rationing 

“Children cannot do the things we used to 
do. The street was our playground. We used 
to mn out when we saw an aeroplane going 
over.” 

Clothes rationing was introduced in 1941, 
which created a ‘make-do-and-mend’ ethos. 
Examples included unpicking wool from 
jumpers to dam socks, and making toys out 
of knitting wool. 

As a teenager during the war, Mrs Jordan 
was sent away to work in a teleprinter fac¬ 
tory, but she returned to Kent and was 
reunited with her childhood sweetheart, 
who was in the Airborne Division, and the 
couple have been married for 62 years. 

The Dig for Victory campaign began at the 
outbreak of war because the Government 
knew food would soon become scarce. 

Gardens, lawns and even sports pitches 
were turned into allotments and nearly 


everybody on the Home Front became veg¬ 
etable gardeners. Steve Keeler, from 
Whitstable, was bom in the 1950s and grew 
up with parents for whom rationing was fresh 
in their minds. 

“I think they must have passed it on 
because I don’t like to waste things,” he said. 

“For example, I use branches to hold up my 
plants rather than buying canes.” 

He said people who had grown up in times 
of prosperity would think: ‘Why make it when 
you can buy it?’ but thought now was a perfect 
time to revive a thriftier mindset. 

“My dad used to make us go-karts out of old 
prams and bits of wood that were lying 
around the shed,” Mr Keeler said. 

“Later my brother and I were able to make 
improvements to them. One time this 
involved putting side panels on. Then we went 
further and covered the go-kart so it resem¬ 
bled a tank.” 

The exhibition runs from December 13 to 
February 21.

Self-confessed Dr Who ‘geek’ visits sites used to film show 


Author goes on the 
trail of the Doctor

TRACES of gold paint used to 
cover the walls of Chislehurst 
Caves for a 1970s episode of cult 
sci-fi series Dr Who are still 
there today, but you have to 
know where to look. 

One man who does is Dr Who buff and 
self-confessed geek, Nick Griffiths. 

He visited two confirmed locations in the 
county used in the Dr Who show which 
gripped children in the 1960s and 70s with 
its scary monsters and crazy storylines. 

Mr Griffiths, 43, from Hampshire said: “I 
was astonished to see the paint still there in 
the caves.” 

The caves appeared in The Mutants from 
1972. The producers wanted it to look like a 
Thaesium mine on planet Solos, so they 
coated the walls in gold paint. 



Mutants 

Mr Griffiths said: “That’s what they did in 
the 70s - if they wanted something to look 
like it is in space, they covered it in gold paint. 

“Jon Pertwee was the Doctor in the 
Mutants series, and I was absolutely 
thrilled to have stood in the exact spot 
where he did filming those episodes so 
long ago. 

“I know I was in just the right spot 
because I could still see the traces of the 
gold paint used for the walls - it was conclu¬ 
sive evidence.” 

He said he actually asked the tour guide 
about the filming, to the sniggers of the rest 
of the tour party. 

He spent weeks researching all the sites

in the UK used in the programme. 

The only other major location used in 
any of the Dr Who shows was at 
Dungeness, and even apparently includ¬ 
ed parts of the power station itself for a 
gun fight. 

“I was amazed how desolate Dungeness 
was - no wonder Derek Jarman chose to 
live there to get away from it all.” 

The shingle beach appeared in The 
Claws of Axos from 1971. It was used as 
the Nuton Power Complex and their 
spaceship landed on the beach. Once 
again, Jon Pertwee was the Timelord. 

The monsters this time were the Axons, 
which were either golden and gorgeous in 
their human form, or a terrifying tangle 
of flesh looking like tomato covered 
spaghetti in their real state. 

Mr Griffiths said: “There is that gold 
again. It’s a common theme in a lot of old 
science fiction.

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Carr driven to distraction 

Nap py -wearing heckler tries to steal show from star

A HOTLY anticipated stand-up 
show by one of Britain’s leading 
comics descended into chaos as 
some rowdy members of the 
audience did their best to spoil it. 

TV funnyman Jimmy Carr brought his 
latest tour to a packed Margate Winter 
Gardens on Friday night last week. 

However, the bizarre behaviour of one 
individual caused such disruption that 
some punters, who had shelled out more 
than £20 for tickets, felt the show was spoilt. 

Wise-cracking Carr, 36, invited the 
audience to participate in the proceedings 
with comments and heckles, but about 20 
minutes into the show a man stood up and 
made for the toilets. 

After a trademark quip from Carr, the 
man yelled, “You’re boring me!”. 

He returned from the toilets 10 minutes 
later minus all his clothes and wearing a 
nappy fashioned from toilet roll - to the 
amazement of the comic and crowd. 

The bewildered comic asked “Has that 
actually just happened?”, before attempting 
to press ahead as the man sat down in his 
strange outfit. 

Deadpan Carr offered an olive branch to 
the man, asking him what he did for a liv¬ 
ing, but he replied: “I work for The 
Samaritans and listen to w ****** all day.” 

After the interval, the Nappy Man, now 
back in his own clothes again, headed for

the toilets telling Carr “don’t start” as he 
walked by. 

Carr fired back: “I’m not starting, I just 
want you to come back from the toilets with 
your clothes on.” 

The second interruption escalated into a 
free-for-all, with more audience members 
calling out random remarks at Carr. 

They included: “Are you gay?; “Why do 
you look like a Thunderbird?”, ‘Your hair 
looks like Terry Wogan’s” and “I’m from 
Margate and I’m off my t*ts.” 

Tempers frayed as the majority of 
the crowd, tired of the interruptions, turned 
on those who were being raucous. 

Comments like, “Shut up you idiots”, “Go 
home” and worse soon filled the air. 

The 8 out of 10 Cats host appealed for 
calm, but the Nappy Man, a tall stocky male 
with short brown hair, interrupted again. 

After a warning from an irritated Carr he 


was escorted out by venue staff - to applause 
and whoops of delight. 

Audience member Lorraine Pattola, 25, 
said: “To be fair to Jimmy Carr, he did manage 
to keep on top of things, but the whole thing 
ruined the show for me. The flow was badly 
interrupted and many of the jokes were spoilt. 

“The behaviour of the Nappy Man was 
embarrassing. I thought a fight was about to 
break out as people were getting frustrated.” 

Duty manager Paul Palmer said: “I always 
talk to our acts - particularly comedians 
about how they want things handled. 

“Jimmy told me he would deal with hecklers 


and ask them to leave if things got out of hand. 

‘We had staff on hand who are all properly 
registered with qualification needed to evict 
unruly members of an audience - the SIA cer¬ 
tificate which is required of any doorman. 

“Our licensed security staff removed the per¬ 
son in question. 

“It was a tough night for Jimmy - it’s fair to say 
that. But the situation was not out of control.” 

Mr Palmer said other audience members 
were apologetic over the incident. 

He added: “Jimmy did a signing after the 
show and people said sorry for what happened 
but he brushed it off.”

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Paedophile jailed 
over assault and 
child porn image 

Brave victim’s courage helps prosecution

SEX offender Jeffrey Mantle, 
77, has been sentenced to a 
total of six years in prison 
for offences of indecent 
assault and taking indecent 
images of a child. 

Mantle, from Essex Road in 
Westgate-on-Sea, appeared before 
Maidstone Crown Court for sentenc¬ 
ing, after previously pleading guilty 
to six offences of indecent assault on 
a child. 

He also admitted one offence of 
taking indecent images of children at 
level 5 - the most serious depicting 
sadism or bestiality with children. 

He received six years for each 
count of assault and two years for 
the image offence to run concurrent¬ 
ly. Mantle will also have to sign the 
sex offenders’ register when he is 
released. 

Officers arrested Mantle in June 
after identifying him from video 
footage recovered during an inves¬ 


tigation that led to the sentencing 
of another man for 12 years for sex 
offences. 

Michael Tully, 58, previously of 
Warren Close. Folkestone, was sen¬ 
tenced in April after pleading 
guilty to 30 sex offences which 
included six counts of indecency 
towards a child, 11 counts of inde¬ 
cent assault of a girl under the age 
of 16, nine rape offences, two 
counts of taking indecent images of 
a child and two offences of unnatu¬ 
ral sexual behaviour. 

Det Con Kay Sankey from Kent 
Police’s Public Protection Unit said: 
“These offences took place over 10 
years ago and I have no doubt that 
Mantle continued with his life 
believing he had got away with his 
terrible crime. 

“He conspired with Tully to com¬ 
mit these horrific assaults on a 
young vulnerable girl. 

“The victim has shown great 
courage and resilience in assisting 
police with the investigation, which 
in turn has led to the successful 
prosecution and sentencing of these 
two men. 

“The sentencing of these serious 
offenders shows Kent Police’s deter¬ 


mination to bring dangerous offend¬ 
ers to justice. 

“Kent Police will continue to seek 
out those individuals who abuse 
children in this way and bring them 
before the courts.” 

Commenting during sentencing 
His Honour Judge Andrew Patience 
said that this was one of the worst 
cases he had dealt with. 

He said Mantle was an enthusi¬ 
astic participant and was indescrib¬ 
ably wicked, taking full advantage 
with enthusiasm of someone who 
had been corrupted and no doubt 
utterly terrified. He also said the 
victim would no doubt be damaged 
for life. 

Sentencing Tully in April this 
year the judge said: “How anyone 
that calls themselves a human 
being can treat a vulnerable human 
being in that way I don’t know. She 
[the victim] lived in fear that these 
videos remain in circulation.” 

He added that he doubted that he 
will ever forget what it had been 
his duty to see while reviewing the 
evidence.

Talk way forward 

WHEN people hear the phrase “war on 
terror” they tend to think of gunfire and 
explosions rather than discussions and 
deal making. 

But as a former officer in the Grenadier 
Guards, Gravesham MP Adam Holloway 
knows the latter two options can be just as 
powerful as the first. 

He believes working with the Taliban 
rather than against them is key to 
winning the conflict in Afghanistan and 
that the same tactic could work in other 
hostile countries too. 

While Mr Holloway has visited the 
war-tom nation several times over the 
years, he says his primary concern is the 
same as it has always been - for the 
people of his constituency. 

He explains that his interest in 
Afghanistan stems from his interest in the 
war of terror, which in turn stems from 
the fact he does not want to see any of his 
constituents killed in a terrorist attack. 

He has gained a better perspective on 
the conflict than most people in this 
country will ever have. 

And with the war still going after seven 
years, perhaps it is time the Government 
took stock and listened to Mr Holloway’s 
plea to rethink its tactics.

Forging greater unity 


It’s time we were united across 

the whole world, not just 

Europe, savs TIM GARBUTT 


HAPPY United Nations 
Day - well from Friday. 
This weekend still counts 
though. 

Now before you msh downstairs 
and draft a resolution to invade 
the fridge and start breakfast, it’s 
worth reflecting a little on what 
UN Day actually means here in 
Kent. 

If immigration is a bit of a bug¬ 
bear for you, or you work in the 
Police or Customs in this county 
with the longest coastline, then 
UN policy on Northern Africa or 
places like Somalia and Sudan is 
important to you. 

If you mn a farm then UN 
policy - with the EU - on crop 
cycles, grants, pesticides, etc, is an 
important factor. 

Even a veteran political 
warhorse like Alex King at KCC 
is now citing UN ethical invest¬ 
ments to divest Nick Chard’s 
tobacco and BAE shares. Perhaps 
in preparation for a new cod war 
with Iceland for the return of 
Kent’s public funds. 

If your local bank has crashed in 
the casino capitalism escapades 
recently (a year’s worth of 
Government money to prop up 
the banks!) and been bailed out by 
“global financial architecture” like 
the IMF or World Bank, then UN 
policy makes a difference on how 
much money needs printing or 
spreadsheets shredded. 

Perhaps the greatest opp¬ 
ortunity for Kent is a missed one 
- with education so important for 
our economy and the future 
where are the curriculum lessons 


on Global Citizenship and the role 
of the UN? 

It’s worth reflecting too that the 
UN was formed in the aftermath 
of the greatest global conflict ever. 
One which laid waste to almost 
all of central Europe: more than 
90 per cent of Germany lay in 
ruins after World War Two. 

The horrors of the death camps 
with over six million Jews, 
Russians and Gypsies murdered 
and burned, and 25 million 
soldiers and civilians shot and 
bombed from here in Kent’s skies 
and fields, and across the steppes 
of Russia, deserts of Libya and 
paddy-fields of Burma. 

‘Never again’ was the resol¬ 
ution. A desire for world peace. An 
aim largely fulfilled. Admittedly 
by trial and error but now at the 
dawn of the 21st century we’re 
witnessing the possible fulfilment 
of the UN Era. 

The horrors of Vietnam, Iraq 


and Cambodia are largely un¬ 
thinkable now without direct UN 
intervention, mandates and 
reconstruction. 

With ongoing conflict in Afg¬ 
hanistan, Sudan and Iraq and 
failed nations such as Somalia 
and Haiti, the prospects for a 
global peace are brighter than 
ever. With peace and prosperity 
across all of Europe, most of Latin 
America and Asia, and the 
prospect of Africa and Middle 
East. And almost certainly, with 
more robust intervention on 
issues such as crimes against 
humanity for genocide, democracy 
and dictatorship for areas like 
Burma, Zimbabwe and Belarus. 

General Dannatt spoke recently 
of not turning spears into 
ploughshares yet, but certainly 
into pruning shears. While the 
UN Millennium Goals first phase 
over the next 10 years provide a 
blueprint for development. 



But back to Kent. We’re famous 
for our twin towns: Ramsgate has 
Chimay, Canterbury has Rheims 
and Maidstone has Beuavais. All 
in France, nothing wrong with 
that. But the movement was 
forged from the ashes of World 
War Two to encourage 
partnerships for peace. 

Shouldn’t we now be focused on 
the regimes in Africa and Asia 
rather than the suburbs of 
Belgium or France? Say, Rwanda 
for Ramsgate? Colombia for 
Canterbury? 

Check out www.sister-cities.org 
if you’re interested in finding a 
partner town. 

Shouldn’t every town in Kent 
also adopt the poorest and most 
wear-ravaged nations of the 
African Union to create a 21st 
century vision for twin towns? 

With Kent facing the brunt of 
the last global conflict, that’s a 
hope to aspire to in the next 50 
years. Happy UN Day, Kent.

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Innocent until proven guilty 


I was very disappointed Kent on Sunday 
chose to turn into a negative story what 
we believe to be a really positive story for 
Kent. 

Kent County Council held a very robust 
procurement process to identify a 
contractor to build Turner Contemporary 
in Margate. 

R Durtnell and Sons Limited won the 
tender fair and square and we believe it is 
a good news story that such a high-profile 
building as Turner Contemporary - which 
will attract national and international 
attention - should be granted to a Kent 
firm. 

The misleading headline in last week’s 
Kent on Sunday talks of “Turner firm 
faces probe” - by the OFT. In fact there 
are 112 companies on the Office of Fair 
Trading list including many of the UKs 
largest building contractors. 

The OFT has publicly stated that “no 
assumption should be made by procuring 
entities at this stage that there has been 


an infringement of competition law”. Until 
such time as any of these 112 companies is 
found guilty of any wrongdoing, we will 
continue to use our stringent procurement 
procedures for procurement and all 
bidding companies will be judged against 
these. 

In our view it is the Office of Fair 
Trading that is at fault for allowing this 
investigation into 112 construction 
companies to run for so long - keeping a 
cloud over so many of the UK’s building 
companies at an already difficult time for 
them. 

There are many reports of the damage 
the OFT’s delay in this investigation is 
doing to building firms the length of the 
UK. 

It does seem unfortunate not to celebrate 
the success of a Kent company and the 
potential advantage that could accrue to 
the Kent economy as a result.

The basic model of cancer research has not 
changed much since the 1970s: Grow cancer 
cells in a laboratory, inject them into mice, 
attack the resulting tumours with the experi¬ 
mental drug du jour and see what happens. 

But there is a world of difference between 
humans and animals in their metabolism, 
biochemistry, physiology and genetic make¬ 
up, so the results seen in mice cannot be reli¬ 
ably applied to people. 

Meanwhile, as we spend millions of pounds 
to cure cancer in mice, we are missing oppor¬ 
tunities that could help real women in the 
real world - such as making breast cancer 


treatment more accessible and educating 
people about the role diet plays in cancer 
prevention. 

Sadly, new technologies that could truly 
benefit patients - like the three-dimensional 
model of human breast cancer recently 
developed by British scientists, made by 
growing cells from normal and cancerous 
breast tissue - remain the exception. 

This October, we don’t need more pink rib¬ 
bons or mice with breast cancer. 

We need a commitment to funding pro¬ 
grammes that will result in true progress, 
including better patient services, education 
and research that does not rely on outdated 
animal models.

Moat works in partnership with leading devel¬ 
opers to build brand new houses and apart¬ 
ments on a part-buy/part-rent basis through 
New Build HomeBuy. 

As the HomeBuy agent for Kent, Essex and 
Sussex, Moat can also offer buyers similar 
new-build properties in these areas, through 
other housing associations.

You have 100 per cent ownership of your 
home and take out an affordable mortgage for 
a minimum of 50 per cent of the full purchase 
price through a normal lender.

Your mortgage repayments will be your only 
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outlay for the first three years of ownership. 
After this time, the government (via a 
National HomeBuy agent) will charge a fee of 
one per cent of the Government’s contribution. 

This fee will rise to a maximum of three per 
cent after five years in the property. 

When owners sell their FTBI home, they will 
repay the Government’s contribution by way 
of a share of the sale proceeds. So, if the 
Government initially assisted the purchase with 
25 per cent contribution, the repayment will 
be 25 per cent of the total value when it is sold. 

You can choose to repay the Government 
and increase your share of future sale pro¬ 
ceeds at any time.

CRIMINALS will be given the 
chance to turn their lives around 
by signing up to a new training 
scheme launched in Kent. 

The New Skills, New Lives initiative gives 
offenders handed community service sen¬ 
tences the opportunity to improve their litera¬ 
cy, numeracy and vocational skills by working 
with local businesses on a voluntary basis. 

Criminals released from prison on a tempo¬ 
rary licence will also be able to take part. 

The programme has been devised by a 
number of training providers and colleges in 
partnership with Kent Probation Area and 
Kent County Council. 


Cllr Mike Hill, cabinet member for youth 
offending, adult education and community 
safety, explained the benefits of the scheme. 

He said: “It is important to break the cycle 
of re-offending by giving ex-offenders the 
opportunity to gain the skills and experience 
to secure employment, which will in turn help 
reduce crime in Kent.

HondaJazz 


HONDA has a new Jazz, but has 
resisted too much improvisation on a 
much loved tune. 

On the other hand, while the new generation 
seems familiar there is much more to like, partic¬ 
ularly sharper styling than the first stab at this 
challenging supermini cum MPV design brief 

And this will be key to the intended Jazz 
audience this time around: the 2002 original 
drew 60 per cent of its owners from the 56-75 
age group, but Honda wants to reach younger 
buyers this time and could clean up - half of 
previous Jazz customers went back and 
bought another and its reliability/customer 
satisfaction record is impressive. 

Ambition 

Valuation forecasts support Honda’s ambition 
too, as the new car is predicted to top the second¬ 
hand values table in the supermini sector. 

It could also claim to be the right car at the 
right time as people look to cut motoring 
costs and downsize without loss of space in 
the face of higher fuel and road tax prices. 

The old car could have sold better here anyway, 



but small car profitability is always tight and 
being built at home did not help the Japanese 
marque’s UK dealers when trying to work a deal. 

Initial supplies of the new car will also come 
from Japan, but the launch demand should keep 
list prices firm. 

As this eases they will then be able to source 
cars from a new UK production line at Swindon 
alongside the existing CR-V and Civic lines, 
which could open the flood gates. 

For the car looks lower and wider with much of 
the visual work done simply by double-creasing 
the bonnet, reversing the pinching effect of the 
single line on the old car. 

The interior was never a weak point, but looks 
a class above even on the cheaper grades while 
the rightly lauded ‘magic’ rear seats have been 
refined and carried over. 

This allows the bases to be flipped up for extra 
stowage on the floor and with both sides fastened 


back you could even load a bicycle crossways. The 
backs also fold down in the conventional way and 
Honda could not resist using the launch event to 
show how the flat load bay could accommodate 
one of the company’s other products - a chunky 
TRX-90 quad-bike. 

Other notable nips and tucks are better visibil¬ 
ity out of the front quarterlight area, standard fit 
height adjustment on the driver’s seat - it might 
be supermini-size, but you really do get an MPV 
feel now if you want it - and further improve¬ 
ment to the ride quality following the mid-life 
tweak on the Mark I. 

The two petrol engines are lively and frugal 
enough to cover for Honda’s obvious omission of 
a diesel - the company hints at a future hybrid 
option instead - and so refined. 

The company was predicting that the 1.4 ES 
manual (£11,490) would be the best seller, but 
admitted that a shifting market place and warn¬ 
ings of a recession now suggest the 1.2 (from 
£9,990) might give it a run for its money. 

And there is another wild card - the all-new i- 
Shift automated manual transmission. This 
replaces the old CVT (continuously variable trans¬ 
mission) auto box on the previous Jazz, which was 
frugal and easy to use but could make a nervous 
driver think the engine was over-revving. 

The new arrangement is far superior and, 
when offered on the 1.4 engine in the new year, 
will allow that to undercut the fuel consumption 
of the standard manual and even rival the 1.2 
unit, while reducing C02 emissions to as little as 
125g/km. 

We are looking at a new Jazz age.

HAVING done more than anyone 
to make the supermini popular in 
the UK after launching the origi¬ 
nal Fiesta in 1976, Ford then rest¬ 
ed on its laurels. 

The company will say the newly-launched 
replacement is the Mark VTI’, but it is really 
only the fourth generation. 

Ford has turned Fiesta facelifts into an art 
form and even managed to spin-off the guts of 
one version to create the underpinnings of the 
original Ka. You just have to admire such 
salesmanship and nerve, though it helps when 
you are market leader and have a vice-like 
grip on the fleet sector. But times are chang¬ 
ing: the nation wants to downsize and Ford 
would like to ease out of the cutthroat busi¬ 
ness sector and woo private buyers. 

The US car giant is also looking outside the 
Fiesta’s traditional UK and Europe strong¬ 
hold, to create a global supermini with all the 
consequent economies of scale. 


So, instead of dithering with a facelift of the 
then all-new - but not especially loved - 2002 
Fiesta, Ford has gone for another fresh start. 

And it’s an impressive one. 

Physically, the car is the same scale as 
before, rather than a ‘Super-size Me’ supermi¬ 
ni like the latest Vauxhall Corsa and Renault 
Clio. Some may then complain that space in 
the back could be better, especially for the five- 
door version, but I thought the kneeroom 
excellent and lofty passengers will just have to 
lump it for the terrific coupe-style roofline. 

Styling inside is typically well-arranged and 
durability is top notch, but it is how the Fiesta 


drives as well as it looks that clinches the deal. 
First impressions are of a well-judged balance 
between sharp handling and ride, light yet 
responsive steering and a terrific gearshift. 

It’s a tough call to decide on engine too, I 
liked the all-round competence of the 1.4 TDCi 
diesel. However, the much-vaunted and frugal 
road tax-exempt/low emission 1.6TDCi diesel 
ECOnetic is due in the new year. 

Then again, do not ignore the petrol models; 
they are so quiet and frugal they could also be 
your best buy if the petrol V diesel pump price 
gap continues to yawn and your mileages are 
only average.

FiatGrande Punto Abarth 


NOT so long ago, Fiat was a ‘dead 
man walking 5 . 

Weighed down by financial woes, a faltering 
model line-up and a poor customer service 
record, it was then jilted by General Motors 
in 2005 after the US car giant broke an 
‘engagement’ to acquire the Fiat group’s car¬ 
making arm. 

However, rejection seemed to spark revival 
under the then newly installed CEO Sergio 
Marchionne, beginning with the excellent 
Grande Punto supermini, the Ford Focus-class 
Bravo and cult status 500 city car. 

The downsizing trend has helped too - small 
cars have always been the Italian brand’s 
forte. Marchionne is credited with downsizing 
within the company too; a flabby corporate 
structure and dealer network has been

slimmed and re-modelled and rising UK sales 
show the regime is working here. 

So, the dead man walking defied the doctors 
and now wants to show how fast he can run 
in the form of the Abarth brand. 

This once proud name and badge - see our 
history box - had been devalued until Fiat 
management said ‘Finito’; Abarth is a stand¬ 
alone performance brand again with its own 
pared-back specialist dealership network, 
albeit within the overall Fiat map. 

One of this elite few is Lipscomb at 
Aylesford, Maidstone, which only took on Fiat 
itself two years ago. 

Sales manager Paul Harris makes no attempt

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to disguise the fact that the arrival of the Abarth 
500 early next year is the hig one’ - “We’ve got 
22 firm orders with deposits,” he tells me. 

By comparison, he has sold just eight Abarth 
Grande Puntos since Lipscomb Abarth opened 
for business in late August, but the 500 shape is 
hot property at the moment - even Ferrari uses 
a special edition as dealership courtesy cars. 

That said, Harris reckons a couple of Grande 
Punto sales came off the back of people coming 
in to order a 500, seeing and driving its bigger 
brother and changing their plans. 

And you can see why. The Abarth is a hoot, 
great value and facing few rivals. 

Mainstream Fiat offers the turbocharged 
120bhp 1.4-litre Sporting as its performance 
flagship from £12,425, but little more than a 
£1,000 buys the same capacity Abarth with 
155bhp (0-62mph in 8.2 seconds) on tap, 
bodykit, upgraded brakes and chassis as well 
as the charismatic Scorpion badge and a stun¬ 
ning set of smoked alloys.

well and is mated to a tidy six-speed change; it 
is a satisfying hot hatchback to drive hard or 
simply toddle around in. 

The engine has a keen sporty note to it, but 
it is never intrusive in traffic and while the car 
is sure-footed when pushed, there is no price 
asked in the comfort department. 

Mind you, you can go for a full-fat version if you 
talk to Lipscomb - the 180bhp Esseesse upgrade 
comprises engine, brakes and chassis tune plus 
an even meaner set of 18-inch alloys to create 
what could be the daddy of hot superminis.

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Carter’s case for the defence

COUNTY council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter says Kent is facing the eco¬ 
nomic downturn four-square and 
making sure its stays open for 
business - and he defended the 
council’s investments with 
Icelandic banks. 

The council has £50 million frozen in the 
failed Icelandic banking system, but speaking 
at a breakfast conference of 200 business and 
development delegates, Cllr Carter said every¬ 
thing will be done to recover the cash. 

KCC has £500m of investments and it had to 
get as much return as possible, he said. 

“We were asked why the money wasn’t in 
Government bonds or Treasury bonds. If you 
have that amount - £500m - on deposit you 
are not going to take three-and-a-half or four 
per cent interest on Government bonds when 
with good management you can get seven or 
eight per cent return, and we’ve been doing 
that over the last four or five years. 


“It has been strategic investment in appro¬ 
priate banks globally with an increase of four 
or five per cent on the return, which is about 
£15m or £16m of additional interest every 
year to the benefit of taxpayers in Kent. Our 
track record has been excellent.” 

He said accountants Ernst and Young had 
published a report on UK-based Icelandic 
Heritable Bank, in which KCC has £18.35m 
on deposit, and its assets almost exactly meet 
liabilities. 

“So we are hoping money will come back 
fairly soon and we will do all we can, working 
with the Treasury and the Local Government 
Association, to make sure we get as near to a 
full recovery as possible.” 

Cllr Carter was speaking at Brands Hatch 
MotorSport Vision Centre at the annual 
launch of the Kent Property Market Report, 
written by KCC and property experts 
Cluttons, produced by investment promotion 
agency Locate in Kent and supported by local 
law firm Cripps Harries Hall and the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 

He said KCC had taken a “brave decision” to 
set up a kind of impromptu property enter¬ 
prise fund “to maintain virtually in its entire¬ 
ty a very ambitious capital programme for the 


next two to three years, when hopefully we’ll 
be in better times”. 

Cllr Carter added: “I think money will be in 
short supply and we will go back to old fash¬ 
ioned banking, which will be much slower and 
far less exciting. Economic recovery will take 
longer, so the whole business for the next five 
years is going to be much slower. 

“But we have the pressures of Government 
imposing minimum housing standards and a 
massive pent-up demand in the South East. 
Affordability is going to be a massive issue.” 

Bankers, he said, are fairweather friends. 
“Looking back over 20 years or so and some of 
the recessions we’ve been through, how many 
good businesses went to the wall because 
banks panicked?” 

He concluded: “I’m an optimist by nature. 
We’ve all been through recessions before, the 
sun does eventually shine again and out of 
every recession there are plenty of millionaires 
and billionaires built. 

“It’s about timing and marketing. What we 
have to do is be optimistic and keep the coun¬ 
ty open for business and make sure that we 
market and highlight our unique selling 
points that are massive in a whole range of 
areas in the Kent economy.”

Diverse harvest of opportunity

AN EXCITING farm diversifica¬ 
tion project is under way on Rom¬ 
ney Marsh. 

The area, a delight for any environmentalist 
and geographer, is now home to an experiment 
that could set a successful business model 
template for many other farms around the 
country. 

Farmers everywhere are facing fluctuating 
and uncertain markets for traditional arable 
or dairy produce, so have been casting their 
eyes on other ways to boost their income. 

Bed and breakfast accommodation, farm 
shops and now and again token seasonal 
attractions have been successful, but rarely 
has a farm unit taken on board the whole 
diversification idea and gone for it. 

The Clifton family at Burmarsh have done 
just that. Turn off the road into their Hague- 
lands Farm and you are on territory where 
farming meets retail meets industry. 

They have been on the Marsh for three gen¬ 
erations, and grandson of the founder, Toby 
Clifton-Holt (Clifton is his mother’s family 
name) and his highly experienced business 
manager Kevin Saunders, are just beginning 
to pan out their plans and strategies.

Toby said: “We opened up the farm shop sell¬ 
ing local produce as and when we could in sea¬ 
son, in 2006. It was part of an old cart shed 
which my grandfather Alan built in the 1950s. 

‘We converted it, and, after sorting out plan¬ 
ning permission, we now also have a fishmon¬ 
gers, which sells locally caught fish, which we 
sub-let, a conference room for groups, organi¬ 
sations and companies, and a bistro.” 

He added: We obviously aim to give cus¬ 
tomers quality local produce which they can’t 
get in the supermarkets, which reduces their 
carbon footprint. 

“Most of the produce is from Kent and Sus¬ 


sex - we’re on the border here - such as Ken¬ 
tish apples, strawberries and lettuces - a wide 
range as and when in season, and out of sea¬ 
son we go further afield. 

“What we grow near the shop is more for 
demonstration purposes - fruit, flowers and 
vegetables. Our whole farm is 2,800 acres, pro¬ 
ducing peas, oil seed rape, milling wheat and 
potatoes.” 

But the Clifton family have taken diversifi¬ 
cation to a much higher level than usual. They 
are looking at creating a maize maze, and 
plots of herbs and other plants - but there’s a 
lot more. 

Toby’s mother, Anne, runs a five-diamond 
accolade bed and breakfast, and other mem¬ 
bers of the family run a dedicated sauna-cum- 
spa in the garden, and - on another part of the 
farm - industrial emits in converted farm 
buildings, with a recycling plant for plastic 
bottles. But the really imaginative part has

been a link-up which is starting with local 
schools. This is a major innovation and cer¬ 
tainly something other farms around the 
country would be looking at. 

Schoolchildren, especially at primary level, 
will be working on their own mini allotments, 
separate for each school, with farm staff over¬ 
seeing them. 

Not only will they grow their own crops, 
they’ll be shown how to clean and prepare 
them - and cook them in the bistro. 

They’ll also have cookery and basic hygiene 
lessons, as well as advice on healthy eating. 

Plans are in the early stages but it has big 
potential, not just for the youngsters but also 
the farm business with increased footfall. 

Parents, too, will be encouraged to take part 
in similar activities, with perhaps a bus or 
coach being used locally to pick them up, 
reducing the need to use cars, and returning 
them in time for when children come out of 
school. Evening courses have already started.

Register your land now 


REGISTERING your unregistered 
land now can provide you with 
peace of mind, save money and 
even avoid painful neighbour dis¬ 
putes, writes Fiona McIntosh. 

Owners of unregistered land are 
being encouraged by the Land Reg¬ 
istry to apply for first registration 
before it becomes compulsory in 
2012 by offering a 25 per cent dis¬ 
count in fees. 

Registering the property may not 
only mean reduced legal fees in 
future but may also avoid litigation 
fees should ownership of land be 
disputed. There has, over time, 
been more litigation over land dis¬ 
putes than any other branch of law 
outside of criminal law. 

The unregistered landowner is 
more vulnerable than the regis¬ 
tered landowner to anyone who can 
prove squatters’ rights over 12 
years or more, commonly over 
small pockets of land along bound¬ 
aries but in some instances of 
whole houses and open land. Agri¬ 
cultural landowners may be most 
at risk. 

Some 82 per cent of freehold and 
leasehold properties in England 
and Wales are registered but, sur¬ 
prisingly, only 50 per cent of land is 


registered. By 2012 the Land Reg¬ 
istry aims to complete registration 
of all titles. 

One of the effects of first registra¬ 
tion is to clarify the precise extent 
of your title with a clear and accu¬ 
rate plan based on the up-to-date 
Ordnance Survey map. 

It also clearly identifies the legal 
owner and the electronic record 
kept by the Land Registry is far 
more convenient than having to 
keep dusty old deeds secure. 

Although the property market is 
going through a difficult period, the 
requirement for a home informa¬ 
tion pack (HIP) to be produced by a 
seller can itself cause delay, even 
before a buyer has been found, if 
there are title and boundary uncer¬ 
tainties or complex documents to 
put in order for an unregistered 
property. 

Registering a property prior to 
sale can iron out such problems. 
Mandatory first registration of all 
land is not yet with us, but volun¬ 
tarily registering your property 
now may prove to be more than just 
cost-effective in the long run.

Cherry’s vision 
of rosy future 

ONE of the South East’s longest-standing 
developers, Alan Cherry, chairman of Country¬ 
side Properties, has set out an encouraging 
vision for future development in North Kent - 
despite the economic downturn, writes Tony 
Patey. 

He said economic opportunities arising out of the regenera¬ 
tion of the area - includingthe Thames Gateway - would bring 
major benefits. Countryside Properties is investing £510 mil¬ 
lion in North Kent both to create new com¬ 
munities and consolidate those already 
there, because it feels the area is one of the 
best transport corridors in the UK.

Countryside Properties’ development 
projects have been hailed by government and industry as best- 
practice examples, including Greenwich Millennium Village in 
London, and St Mary’s Island, where Ventura Riverside is the 
company’s most eco-friendly scheme to date 
in Chatham. All the homes have the highest 
EcoHomes rating of‘excellent’. 

Also the group’s Waterstone Park, in 
Greenhithe, was awarded a Commission for 
Architecture and the Built Environment 
Building for Life Silver Standard, the sev¬ 
enth CABE Award that Countryside Prop¬ 
erties has received, for design and place¬ 
making excellence, which is more than any 
other private developer.

AFTER an unprecedented freeze in lending 
between UK banks, the Government inter¬ 
vened to avert catastrophe - and one would 
have to have been on Mars to miss the news 
coverage surrounding the key issues. 

During the crisis last week - and in the 
weeks before - many people moved cash 
around because they were scared of losing 
their savings. 

Those with larger deposits fragmented their 
savings and tried to ensure they were within 
the Financial Services Compensation Scheme 
limit, now up to £50,000 per individual, per 
institution, by splitting their money between 
bank accounts. 

Governments around the world have shown 
they are not prepared to let the crisis continue 
and will prop up the system, so much of the 
imminent risk has, theoretically, been 
removed. However, some savers will still want 
the safety net of the compensation scheme. 

If you fit into this category, make sure you 
know the finer details of the scheme. For 
example: 

• Debt with the same institution is subtracted 
from your savings prior to compensation being 
calculated, so if you have a £20,000 deposit but 
a £15,000 loan, you will be covered for £5,000 
compensation. This means you will not lose, 
but it does force you to pay off debt. 

• Some offshore bank accounts may not be 
fully covered by the scheme. 

• The compensation is per institution. Be care¬ 
ful that money in different accounts really is 
with separate institutions. For example Hali¬ 
fax, Intelligent Finance and Birmingham Mid¬ 
shires are linked institutions, so make sure 
they would be covered independently. 

The banks rescue package may have made 
the City feel a bit less fretful, but the econom¬ 
ic indicators are that the country remains in a 
downturn. It is a time for prudence but, thank¬ 
fully, not panic.

Rally cross return 
after 12-year gap 


LYDDEN Hill race circuit will 
host a round of the 2009 Euro¬ 
pean Rallycross Championship, 
bringing the series back to 
Britain after a 12-year absence. 

The Kent circuit were told by 
motorsport governing body FIA 
last week, that their bid to host 
the championship had been 
successful, beating off competi¬ 
tion from Russia and Finland. 

The world’s most popular 
rallycross championship last 
visited the circuit in 1996. 

However, before the event 
can go ahead, circuit owner 
Amy Doran explained Lydden 
Hill will have to be extended, 
which could cost more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

She said: “It is a great honour

to be able to host the event and 
bring the championship back 
to Britain after such a long 
time without it. 

‘We are hoping to attract a 
crowd of around 30,000 and it 
may even be on television.” 
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BRANDS Hatch will no 
longer host the World 
Superbike Championship 
after the Kent circuit failed 
to come to an agreement 
with the series’ organisers. 

The circuit’s owner, Jonathan 
Palmer, was unable to agree a fee 
with promoters FG Sport, bringing 
its 16-year association with the 
championship to an end. 

The Kent circuit has hosted a 
round of the World Superbike 
Championship since 1993 and the 
meeting is one of the most popular 
events of the season, regularly 
attracting crowds of more than 
100,000. 

Palmer told Kent on Sunday that 
Brands Hatch was priced out by 
the series’ organisers and he hopes 
the fee will be reduced in the future 
to bring the race back in 2010.

He said: “Obviously we are disap¬ 
pointed. The fees promoters FG 
Sport were asking were double 
compared to when we hosted it this 
year. It would have meant we would 
have had to put another £15 on the 
ticket price, which is not fair to the 
fans. As it is such a huge event it 
takes up a huge amount of our 
resources running it. Even to run 
the campsite will cost £140,000.” 

Palmer said he has received a lot 
of feedback from fans supporting his 
decision and hasn’t ruled out host¬ 
ing the event again in the future. 

He said: We would like to have 
the World Superbike Champi¬ 
onship back at Brands Hatch in 
2010, but it will depend on the fees 
set by FG Sport.” 

The circuit has produced some of 
the championship’s pivotal mom¬ 


ents in the last 16 years. 

Carl Fogarty recorded a stunning 
double win on the way to the 1995 
title and two years ago James Tose- 
land repeated the feat. 

The loss of the championship is a 
double blow for Kent’s superbike 
fans as they will miss out on seeing 
Sheppey rider Shane Byrne’s debut 
season in the World Championship. 

The newly-crowned British Super¬ 
bike champion, who won the world 
title as a wild card entry in 2003, was 
shocked by the absence of his home 
circuit from the calendar. 

He said: “Obviously I am gutted 
that Brands Hatch has been taken 
off the calendar for next season. It 
is my home circuit and it will be a 
shame not to race there. Brands 
Hatch is part of World Superbike 
history. I hope an agreement can be 
made between the organisers and 
Brands Hatch for the race to come 
back.” 



Golf course owners decide to pull 
out of hosting Ladies English Open 


CHART Hills Golf Club will not be 
hosting the Ladies English Open 
next year after the course’s owners 
decided to end its partnership 
with the event. 

The Leaderboard Group has 
hosted the tournament on its 
courses since 2004. 

After four years at the Nick Faldo- 
designed Chart Hills, near Ashford, 
it was switched it to The Oxfordshire 
this season to bring the tournament 
to a new audience. 


After a long legal battle the club, 
near Thame, was granted planning 
permission to build a hotel. 

With the major redevelopment not 
due to be completed until 2010, it 
was felt there would be too much 
disruption for it to host the Open 
next year. 

Instead of switching it back to 
Chart Hills, Leaderboard decided to 
pull out altogether. 

Henry Alliss at Azalea, a PR firm 
which represents Leaderboard, said: 


“They feel Chart Hills had hosted the 
event for four years and all the people 
who had wanted to see it had already 
been. It was a very successful event, 
but it was time to move on.” 

The events at Chart Hills attract¬ 
ed some of the biggest names in 
women’s golf, including Laura Davies 
and Deal’s Karen Stupples. 

In 2007, the most recent Open 
held at Chart Hills, Stupples fin¬ 
ished tied second behind Wales’ 
Becky Brewerton.

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Man in the middle 
is under pressure 
to bridge the gap 

Relegation for Kent should give the county ’s 
young stars op p ortunity to shine next season

K ENT Academy coach Phil 
Relf completes a year in 
the job this month know¬ 
ing the pressure is on him 
to bridge the gap between the 
club’s 2nd XI and the first team. 

With Kent relegated from Division One of 
the County Championship, combined with the 
loss of Matt Walker and Neil Dexter, the need 
for new young talent has never been greater. 

Problems at filling the number three spot 
in the Kent batting line-up is yet to be 
addressed as both James Tredwell and 
Geraint Jones failed to impress to any great 
degree when given the opportunity 
Kent captain Rob Key held a meeting with 
the club management this week, which 
included Relf, to discuss opportunities for 
the county’s young players. 

Relf, who took over from Paul Farbrace 
last year, knows he will be judged on the 
quality of players he oversees as they make 
the transition from 2nd XI cricket to the 
first-class game. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “There would be 
additional pressure now and rightfully so 
because if your job is academy director and 
your goal is to produce players who are going 
to be match-winners in first-class cricket, 
and you are not doing that, you are not 
actually doing your job. 

“These things do need time, but with the 
investment in our youth programme and the 
academy we have got to start producing 
players, otherwise something is going wrong 
somewhere. 

“There will be opportunities with us in Divi¬ 
sion Two, but at the same time, the young 
lads have got to earn the right to play there 
rather than be put in just for the sake of it. 

“It would be nice for a Sam Northeast, Alex 
Blake or Warren Lee to be given a run of 
games, not just judged on one match, so we 
find out about them.” 

Joe Denly is the one shining light to have 
come from the academy as the 22-year-old 
followed up his excellent first season with 
another impressive summer. 

One young player expected to follow in his 
footsteps is 19-year-old Northeast. 

The Ashford batsman made his first-class 
debut in the last game of the 2007 season 
against Durham, but failed to make the side 
at all this summer. 

He performed well for the 2nd XI, scoring 
a century against a strong Sussex side and 
is due to tour South Africa with England 
under-19s this winter. 

Relf believes he will be given an opportuni¬ 
ty to stake a claim in the Kent side next year. 

“Sam is the one people have been speaking 
about and that creates a little bit of added 
pressure to some extent,” he said. 

“Rob Key has been pro-active since relega¬ 
tion and in the last two days we talked about 
plans for next year. 

The way he was talking it could be a good 
time to be a young player at Kent because

there will be opportunities to perform. 

“I would like to think next year that Sam 
has a fantastic opportunity to play and be 
given a decent run in the first team when 
perhaps the form doesn’t come from the 
other guys.” 

While his job entails enhancing young tal¬ 
ent at the club, Relf also oversees 2nd XI 
cricket at St Lawrence. 

Hungry 

There has been criticism of the structure of 
the 2nd XI season from the club’s fans on 
Kent’s bulletin board, as they played just 
seven County Championship games this year. 

The academy director admits the county’s 
second string did not play enough cricket 
during the summer and that needs to be 
looked at. 

He said: “In the second team you play once 
every two weeks. The advantage of that is 


that it keeps players hungry because for bat¬ 
ters, it makes them value their wicket, while 
bowlers are kept fresh. 

“But if you look at the amount of overs our 
young bowlers bowled in second team crick¬ 
et it is nowhere near enough. Ryan McLaren 
bowled something like 450 overs whereas 
Warren Lee in the second team bowled only 
120 overs all summer.” 

Kent’s 2nd XI play the least amount of 
cricket of all the counties with the club only 
travelling as far as Bournemouth to play 
Hampshire. 

According to Relf, the ECB are looking at 
improving the situation so that counties 
play more three-day cricket and may intro¬ 
duce a Twenty20 competition next season.

Grant hits all-time 
high by defeating 
world number two 


ADRIAN Grant is on the verge of his highest- 
ever world ranking after knocking out number 
two seed Gregory Gaultier in the World Open 
last week, writes Tom Howard. 

The Bromley- 
born squash player 
moved up to num¬ 
ber 13 in the world 
after progressing to 
the quarter-finals 
of the biggest tour¬ 
nament of the sea¬ 
son in Manchester. 

Grant’s run in the 
competition was 
ended at that stage 
by runner-up, 

Karim Darwish, 
from Egypt, who 
beat the 28-year-old 
12-10,11-7,11-7. 

However, Grant 
was more than 
happy with his per¬ 
formance in the 
previous match, 
which saw him 
defeat Gaultier in a

gruelling five-game match. 

Grant saved three game balls in the third 
game before taking a 2-1 lead in the match. 
Gaultier hit back in the fourth to level with the 
loss of just a single point. 

It was tight throughout the decider before 
the favourite reached match-ball at 10-8. 
Grant saved this, and two further match-balls, 
before clinching his career-best result by beat¬ 
ing Gaultier 9-11, 12-10, 14-12, 1-11, 13-11 
after 98 minutes. 

He told squashinfo.com: “It is my best result 
by far. This is a massive step for me. His 
[Gaultier] record here is unbelievable. 

“He came out firing in the fourth and before 
I knew it, it was all over. But he’s number two 
in the world, so he must have felt the pressure 
towards the end.” 

Next up for Grant was a trip to the Qatar 
Classic, which began yesterday.

TWO of Kent’s biggest football 
clubs are on the verge of going out 
of business due to thousands of 
pounds owed in tax bills. 

Kent on Sunday can exclusively reveal that 
Folkestone Invicta are up to £250,000 in the 
red, of which half is a tax bill, while Margate 
are believed to owe HM Customs and 
Revenue a figure in the region of £50,000. 

The Thanet club have already been served 
a winding up petition and appeared in court 
last month where they have been given until 
November 26 to come up with a plan to write 
off their debt. 

The Margate Independent Supporters 
Association have launched a pledge initia¬ 
tive to try and help the club in its hour of 
need, but a spokesman conceded that it is 
unlikely to raise anywhere near the figure 
required. 

He said: “I’m confident we will get some¬ 
thing but it’s not going to put a big hole in the 
£50,000 owed. We just have to put our faith in 
the club’s directors and hope it will be saved.” 

The club released a statement this week 
urging football supporters and businesses to 
help and explained why they have run into 
financial trouble. 

It read: “The general state of the economy 
has had a major impact on the club’s very 
loyal and supportive sponsors, with more 
than 60 per cent of the club’s income from 



these areas withdrawn or cancelled.” 

Folkestone Invicta held a crisis meeting 
with the club’s players and supporters after 
yesterday’s game with Corinthian Casuals, 
to reveal the extent of their £250,000 debt. 

The majority of the Seasiders’ players 
were due to disband after that game as the 
club are unable to pay them during this 
troubled time. 

Mark Jenner is acting as a consultant for 
Invicta after gaining experience of working 
in a similar situation as chairman at 
Ashford Town in 2001 when the club also 
owed £250,000. 

Jenner told KoS he was “surprised” 
Invicta’s board seemed totally unaware of 
the situation and had signed almost the 
whole squad on contracts they couldn’t 
afford, following relegation from the Ryman 
Premier League last season. 

Asked whether the club was in danger of 
folding, he said: ‘Very much so. If I don’t sort 
this out in the next few weeks then we would 
have no alternative to become insolvent. 

“It’s such a large number it would be fatal 
to the club if it can’t be sorted out.” 

Insolvency practitioner Andrew White 
works in the field of corporate insolvency 


in Kent for Baker Tilley. He believes the 
current economic climate will make it even 
harder for football clubs to get out of trouble. 

He said: “In the last few months there has 
been a lack of spending on leisure activities 
and this hits all clubs, but especially the 
smaller ones who are seeing a reduction in 
people coming through the turnstiles. 

“Sponsorship may also be under pressure 
as businesses have their own cutbacks.” 

As gates decrease across the county and 
sponsors and advertisers tighten their belts 
with a recession on the cards, the situation is 
only likely to get worse, according to White. 

Directors of football clubs are often 
accused of ruling with their hearts rather 
than their heads and a number of teams 
across the county will be walking a financial 
tight line over the course of the next year. 

White added: “I suspect we will see this 
happen across the football world from top to 
bottom. We will see clubs large and small 
under pressure. 

“The top teams in the Premiership will be 
immune for a while, but the teams a bit 
lower down will run into trouble, as can be 
seen at West Ham. This will have a rippling 
effect in all walks of life.”

No complaints as Crofts goes on transfer list 


GILLINGHAM are hoping to 
cash-in on Andrew Crofts after 
boss Mark Stimson put the mid¬ 
fielder on the transfer list. 

The Gills manager insists he 
has a good relationship with 
Crofts despite making him sur¬ 
plus to requirements just three 
weeks after stripping him of the 
captaincy. 

Earlier this month KoS exclu¬ 
sively revealed Stimson expected 
the 24-year-old to leave on a free 
transfer next summer when his 
contract expired. 

With the Wales international 


falling out of favour after a pro¬ 
longed slump in form, Gills are 
looking to sell now, which would 
help lighten the club’s straining 
wage bill. 

Stimson admitted he was dis¬ 
appointed in Crofts’ reaction to 
the news. 

He said: “I’m baffled really, but 
that’s Andrew. I would have 
wished he was banging on my 
door and saying T want to get 
back in that team’, but we are all 
different. I suggested we do this 
and he just said ‘okay’.” 

The Gills manager fell out with 


a group of senior players last 
season, some of which were very 
critical of his methods, but 
Stimson firmly denied history 
was repeating itself. 

He said: “With Andrew it’s 
totally different, he’s a lovely lad. 
I hope he goes on to fulfil his 
dreams and plays 50 or 100 
times for Wales and plays at the 
highest level possible.” 

Crofts is the longest-serving 
player in the Gills squad, 
making his debut in 2001 after 
graduating from the club’s 
youth-set-up.
